WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP) 
—The government announced to- 
day that corporations and small 
businessmen will be required to 
keep more detailed records of 
entertainment and expense ac- 
counts starting Jan. 1. 


Dana Latham, 
of internal revenue, said the ac- 


tion is being taken because there | 
is a growing tendency by corpo- 


rations, partnerships and small 
businessmen to claim tax deduc- 


tions for sums spent to pay per- | 


sonal expenses of officers and 
employes. 

He added that lavish business 
expense accounts have aroused 
deep resentment from some tax- 
payers who do not receive such 
allowances and feel their neigh- 
bor may be getting a better 
break. 


Latham said this could en- 


courage taxpayers to try chisel- | 
ing, and could eventually lead | 


to a complete breakdown of the 
American system of self-assess- 
ment of taxes. 

Forms to Be Revised. 


Tax forms used by corpora- 
tions, partnerships and individ- 
ual proprietorships will be re- 
vised to require more expense 
account data in future years. 

The new requirements will not 
apply to tax returns filed early 
in 1960, but will apply to all tax 
years beginning after Dec. 3l.

resulted in “inflationary” settle- 
ments. He added that “‘so long 
as the union negotiators see any 
prospect of gaining the inflation-. 
ary settlement, they will avoid 
engaging in good faith, voluntary 
bargaining leading to a non-in- 
flationary agreement.” 

Cooper also said that McDon- 
ald and his 17l-member wage | 
policy board “‘will decide what 
is best for more than a half-mil- 
lion steel workers.” 

Denial by McDonald. 

McDonald reported that Coop- 


er was making ‘‘an N.A.M type 
speech” against the union. He 
asserted that, contrary to what 
Cooper said, the union did not 
exercise any ‘“‘monopoly power”’ 
and that the wage policy board 
accurately reflects the wishes of 
the rank and file in the current 
fight with the industry. 

As for monopoly, the union 
president said, ‘“‘Congress should 
investigate the steel industry as 
a monopoly and look into the 
way some of these companies 
prevented other firms from com- 
ing to agreement with the union 
during the strike.” 


“I charge,” McDonald said, | 
“that there are still fabricators 


steel now as they were last June 
and some of that steel comes 
from warehouses of companies 
represented in this very room.” 

McDonald charged that the big 
companies wanted the shutdown 
that started last July and judg- 
ing from the “infamous, so-called 
offer” before the union they now 
wanted another. 

As for inflation, McDonald said 
that ‘‘this industry impaled itself 
on its own hook.” He charged 
the companies now are looking 
for a way to “get off that hook 
and impose another price in- 
crease on the public.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP) | 
—Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson said today 
the United States faced a wor- 
risome deficit in its international 
financial dealings next year, 
despite recent signs of improve- 
ment. 

In a speech at a joint lunch- 
eon of the American Finance 
Association and the American | 
Economics Association, Ander- 
son said: 

‘‘We should not interpret short- 
run improvements in our balance 
of payments position as neces- 


lems have ended.”’ 


He said continuing action was | 
needed to help shave the pay- 
ments deficit and guard against 
a weakening of the dollar. 

Recent U. S. Report. 

Anderson’s comments appar- 
ently were occasioned by a 
Commerce Department. report 
last week that the July-Septem- 
ber quarter saw a significant 
improvement in the United 
States payments position. The 
report said developments in the 
summer probably marked ‘‘the 
turning point in our recent bal- 
ance of payments experience.” 


Treasury officials are known | 


to consider the Commerce De- 
partment report too optimistic. 
They feel it might weaken their 
position in promoting policies to 
reduce the payments deficit. 

The problem is that more dol- 
lars are flowing out of this coun- 
try through purchases and in- 
vestments abroad, foreign aid, 
tourist spending and other means 
than are flowing back. The dif- 
ference is called the balance of 
payments. Foreign holders of 
dollar credits can «sk for gold, 
and the deficit balancé has 
brought a reduction in United 
States gold reserves. 


(Anderson also served notice | 
that the Administration would | 


fight for removal by Congress of | 
the 414 per cent ceiling on the 
interest on nhew Government 
bonds. He said the need for such 
action is more pressing now than 
last summer when President 
Eisenhower said it was the most 
important issue before Congress, 
United Press International re- 
ported. 

(In the new session. starting 
Jan. 6, Anderson said, ‘“‘we shall 
urge action on the request with 
all the vigor that we can com- 
mand.’’) 

Prediction on Deficit. 


Anderson said the balance of 
payments would approach four 
billion dollars this year. While 
forecasting a somewhat smaller 
deficit for 1960, he said this 
would be due to “‘a temporary 
increase in foreign demand for 
certain types of exports.”’ 

“It seems likely that the 
deficit will continue to be rel- 
atively large,’”’ he added, and.

The ages of the most distant | 
stars — but not the ones in| 
the comparatively near NGC188 
group—are determined by the 
amount. of reddening in their 
light. If the universe is expand- 
ing, as some astronomers be- 
lieve, reddening increases as the 
stars rush outward. The oldest 
stars thus are held to be the 
ones that have the most red- 
dening—those rushing away for 
the longest time. By this theory, 
the oldest stars in creation are 
far beyond our own galaxy and 
are somwhere between eight and 
13 billion years old.

Ultimately they turn 
white. 

Calculations can show how 
much fuel the stars have and the 
rate at which it is consumed, he 
said.

“CHRISTMAS IS for smells—the fragrance'that starts in the 


kitchen,

This friendly greeting came to 
us from Lucille Shearwood, a 
New-York publicity woman be- 
loved by food editors from coast 
to coast for her wit and warmth. 


We are passing it along to you 
because it expresses so well the 
gaiety and camaraderie of New 
York’s eve and New Year’s day. 

There are, of course, as many 
ways of greeting the year as 
there are ways of life. Casual or 
formal, gay or thoughtful, the 
way one ushers in 1960 is an 
individual choice. It is impos- 
sible to suggest menus or recipes 
that would fit every type of 
party for teen-agers and adults. 
There are the New Year’s eve 
watch parties, the brunches, 
family dinners and open houses 
on New Year’s day. 

We can only hope that in the 
collection of recipes in this sec- 
tion, each reader may find one 
that will fit her particular plans. 

Perhaps the most important 
thing on the menu is some sort 
of beverage with which to toast 
the New Year, so recipes for 
both alcholic .and. non-alcholic 
punches are featured. 

Party-givers have discovered 
the ease of serving a crowd from 
a punch bowl—and this can be 
accomplished even if you don’t 
Own a punch bow]. Unusual serv- 
ing pieces to use as a bowl are 
close at hand, yours for the 
adapting. Mix the party drinks 
in punch proportions in an im- 
provised conversation-making 
soup tureen, tall vase, or an in- 
expensive fish tank from the 
five-and-ten cent store, and pro- 
vide soup ladles for self-service. 

A buffet of finger foods, in- 
cluding an assortment of cold 
gnack items, simplifies prepara- 
tion. Do have at least one made- 
in-advance hot specialty; a slice 
of mincemeat spice cake topped 
with liqueur-flavored hard sauce 
will add the final sweet touch.

be kept hot over a table warmer 
or in the kitchen oven. 
Hawaiian Meat Balls 
Hors d’oeuvers. 


Four eggs. 
One and one-half teaspéons 
salt. 


One-half teaspoon pepper.

Three cups milk. 

One cup heavy cream.

Beat egg yolks until thick and 
lemon colored.

NON - ALCOHOLIC punches 
served with a flourish from a 
gaily decorated punch bowl may 
be the same beverages that are 
so refreshing in long, tall glasses 
in summer. 

To add a holiday touch, 
freeze holly or mint leaves 
in ice cubes. Maraschino 
cherries and pineapple tidbits 
also may be frozen into cubes, 
as may be orange or lemon 
wedges, or grapes (halved or 
whole). Pineapple chunks, mar- 
aschino cherries and orange 
wedges alternated on tooth- 
picks. make gay. fruit kabobs 
to place in cups. 

Frozen concentrated lemonade 
and limeade make an excellent 
base. To make the ice ring that 
chills the punch, use lemonade 
or limeade frozen in a ring 
mold; the melting juice adds 
flavor rather than diluting the 
punch, A five and one-half cup 
ring mold is the right size for 
most punch bowls, and is the 
right size for One ‘six-ounce can 
of an ade mixed with water ac- 
cording te directions for making 
one quart. 

If you are having a large 
group for an open house, this 
recipe will make 150 four-ounce 
servings: 

Two quarts sugar. 

Two quarts water. 

Five six-ounce cans frozen con- 
concentrated pineapple juice. 

1l six-ounce cans frozen lemon 
juice. 

15 quarts sparkling water. 

Prepare sugar sirup by boiling 
sugar and water together. Re- 
frigerate until ready to use. Add 
water to pineapple juice accord- 
ing to label directions.

The contract ywas signed in 
Moscow aftér months of difficult 
negotiatids and intensive com- 
petition with a rival British group. 

The combine, calling itself 
Intertex International, Inc., of 
New York, agreed to furnish ma- 
chinery, plans and techniques for 
building the plant in Kalinin, half-

From the St. Louis Bar 


A recent letter signed “Reader” 
questions the motives of the Bar 
Association and the Probate Court 
in examining any will filed for pro- 
bate which apparently has not been 
written by a lawyer. 

“Reader” raises a number of 
questions which should be answered. 
Obviously, “‘Reader” does not un- 
derstand the purposes for the ex- 
amination of wills by the Unauthor- 
ized Practice of the Law Committee. 


Contrary to his expressions, put 
in the form of questions, the com- 
mittee’s purpose is not to declare 
any will null and void or to attempt 
to secure legal fees for lawyers 
for rewriting wills written by non- 
lawyers which have been admitted 
to probate. 


*‘Reader” should know that the 
validity of any will is determined 
solely by whether it conforms to 
{ e Missouri statutes and that a 
will once admitted to probate can- 
not be rewritten. Nor can the com- 
mittee under any circumstances at- 
tempt to instruct the court as to 
what lawyer should be assigned to 
assist the executor in probating any 
will. This choice is within the dis- 
cretion of the executor. 


All lawyers, like all doctors and 
members of numerous other profes- 
sional and business occupations, 
must be licensed to practice by the 
State of Missouri. The harm that 
an untrained, unqualified and un- 
licensed person can do by practic- 
ing medicine is duplicated by an 
untrained, unqualified and ~ un- 
licensed person who attempts to 
write a will. 


The execution of a will is one of 
the most important legal steps a 
person can take. Certainly, the 
person executing a will is- entitled 
to the protection of having that will 
drafted by a trained lawyer who 
can ‘properly advise and counsel 
him and avoid costly mistakes in 
the disposition of property and sub- 
sequent litigation at the expense of 
the estate. 

The purpose of this program by 
the Bar Association of St. Louis in 
co-operation with the Probate 
Courts is to protect the public and 
protect heirs, beneficiaries and es- 
tates from incurring large expenses 
as a result of a mistake made in 
the drafting or execution of a will. 


Particularly is this important in 
that the unlicensed person or em- 
ploye of a corporation or business 
who solicits the drafting of wills is 
not likely to feel bound by any ethi- 
cal restrictions.

A report to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Subcommittee on American Republic Affairs 
advises the United States to look harder at 
the Organization of American States, which 
exists in accordance with the U.N. Charter. 
The O.A.S., says the report, has an unused 
potential for hemispheric peace and welfare. 
One way to develop this potential, the report 
cohcludes, is for the United States to share 
control of the Panama Canal through the 
0.A.S. 


_ Before long President Eisenhower will have 
to deal with differences between the State 
and Defense Departments over Panama pol- 
icy. Differences over whether the Pana- 
manian flag should be flown with the Ameri- 
can in the Canal Zone, and over whether 
more Panamanians should be trained for bet- 
ter jobs at the Canal, ought to be easily set- 
tled in the affirmative. Such issues have 
invited unnecessary disputes with Panama 
for many years. 

But as long as the canal exists under the 
control of one nation through the territory of 
another, irritations are possible and probable. 
A long-range policy toward the Canal is 
needed. In determining such a policy, the 
President might well consider the report pre- 
pared by Northwestern University for Senator 
Morse’s subcommittee. 

This report recognizes the dilemma which 
the United States faces. If it continues uni- 
lateral operation of the Canal, the prospects 
are for continued difficulties with Panama 
which may exacerbate relations throughout 
Latin America. If Panama itself attempted 
to nationalize the Canal, it would hardly be 
prepared to operate it. And if the Canal were 
internationalized through the United Nations 
itself, the seaway would to some extent be 
subjected to the frictions of the cold war 
which have tended to divide the U.N. itself. 

Regional control by the American Repub- 
lics through the O.A.S. would avoid these 
possibilities. It would remove the source of 
friction between the United States and Pan- 
ama. It would abolish the Canal as a symbol 
of North American “imperialism” throughout 
the Southern Americas. It would keep con- 
trol of the Canal in the hands of friends and 
neighbors, and strengthen the O.AS. itself. 

No doubt the White House will hear argu- 
ments from the Pentagon that the Canal still 
is vital to national security. Such arguments 
have a reduced application in a day of inter- 
continental missiles. Moreover, 0.A.S. con- 
trol could not justly deny the use of the 
Canal for defense purposes, for inter-con- 
tinental defense is the first reason for exis- 
tence of the O.AS. 

The study prepared for the Morse com- 
mittee does not propose that the United 
States rush headlong into this project. In- 
stead, the study recommends gradual repre- 
sentation of the O.A.S. on the Canal’s board 
of directors, and eventual transfer of Canal 
stock in small blocs to the 0.A.S. The United 
States thus could make sure that regionaliza- 
tion would work well before completing the 
process. 

What the report does do is to offer a posi- 
tive policy for the future of the Panama Canal 
where none now exists. An Administration 
groping even for temporary solutions to im- 
mediate Panama problems ought to welcome 
such considered advice. 


Roads to the Bottoms 


The Missouri State Highway Commission 
has given its assurances that one of the im- 
portant barriers to development of the Colum- 
bia Bottoms industrial park will be swept 
aside. With encouraging promptness the state 


agency has said that contracts for the first 


section of the northern leg of the Circum- 
ferential Expressway around St. Louis will 
be let next spring. 

When completed this road will just about 
put the industrial park on the Federal Inter- 
state Highway system, which is tantamount 
to a location adjacent to a deep-water port.. 
The park already is situated at the center of 
the inland waterway system and, through a 
contractual arrangement with the Terminal 
Railroad, will enjoy direct connections with 
some 19 major rail lines. Lambert Field will 
be only minutes away by road or helicopter. 

Access to the park eastwardly from High- 
way 67 will be over a road that St. Louis 
county is counted on to build. Unfortunately 
for progress on the road net, the county’s 
leadership has shown little understanding 
of the need to tackle this problem now. Surely 
there must be a way to give this county road 
sufficiently high priority so that 1955 bond 
issue funds may be used to finance it. Talk 
about giving it priority in a future bond issue 
is all very well, but the road is needed now 
and it cannot be built with funds that have 
not been voted and might never be. 


Bluffed by Nasser? 


Has President Nasser of the United Arab 
Republic bluffed the World Bank? Is he try- 
ing to show the.United Nations and the United 
States that he can accept aid from East and 
West alike, and have his own way to boot? 

Earlier this month the bank, a specialized 
U.N. agency which sets its own policies inde- 
pendently, and to which the United States has 


. made the largest contribution, granted Nasser 


a loan of $56,000,000 for deepening the Suez 
canal. Despite the bank’s freedom of deci- 
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the Aswan Gam after the promise of Western 
aid was withdrawn. 

While it may be desirable to have Russia 
share some of the cost of help to underde- 
veloped countries, the West is understandably 
reluctant to lét the Soviets take over all the 
burden and all of the advantages. This aid, 
after all, is an aspect of the cold war. But 
does it really serve the purposes of the West 
when Nasser not merely bargains with the 
two blocs, but goes so far as to ‘make his rela- 
tive independence the basis for ignoring the 
U.N.? 


Why Judges Raise Their Voices 


In his new book, “Law as Large as Life,” 
the late Charles P, Curtis of Boston—whose 
death last week from a fire in his home is a 
tragic loss to the American bar and all who 
know his writings—takes the reader inside 
the judicial chamber and explains why court 
opinions sound so assertive and dogmatic. 
Judges, he wrote, 


are whistling up their courage. For they are 
anxiously aware of the carefully appraised 
doubts and ‘the equally carefully discounted 
certitudes from which their decision finally.. 
emerged. They embellish it with a verity or 
two, because they know that it is as m 

and human as they are or we are. The only 
thing they know for sure is that this is the 
best they can do. If they raise their voices, 
it is as much to encourage themselves as to 
convince us. 


Justice Walter V. Schaefer of the Illinois 
Supreme Court, who quoted these words in his 
address to the Association of American Law 
Schools Monday at the Sheraton-Jefferson, is 
the kind of judge who knows this experience 
of healthy uncertainty first hand. Before 
Adlai E. Stevenson appointed him to the State 
Supreme Court at Springfield eight years 
ago, he was a stimulating teacher of law at 
Northwestern University. He taught students 
to think for themselves. And so he made 
more use of the question than of the pro- 
nouncement. Teaching law, he saw it as 
fluid and valuable chiefly as it served society’s 
changing needs. 

The law school organization, some 800 of 
whose members are in St. Louis, can do its 
work well only if it keeps this perspective on 
itself. Its members would miss their great 
opportunity if they taught only precedents 
and forms. The teacher who ignores today’s 
dissents may miss the whole trend of tomor- 
row’s law. And wherever that happens both 
the student and society lose. For the law 
schools teach not only lawyers and judges but 
many members of Congress, the 50 Legisla- 
tures and other law-making bodies. If the 
law schools are brave, courageous and for- 
ward-looking, these qualities will characterize 
the legal profession into whose hands so much 
of our welfare is entrusted. In so far as they 
are timid, aloof, apart from current issues, 
democracy carries a critical handicap.

The center will be on the west side of Lind- 
bergh at Schuetz road, between Page and 
Olive Street roads. — 

Plans for the center are dramatic and ex- 
citing. It is only necessary to turn the pages 
of the informative brochure to know that the 
completed buildings and developed grounds 
will be one of the outstanding assets of the 
St. Louis area. There will be many meeting 
halls, including a large auditorium, a gymna- 
sium, outdoor theater, swimming pools, both 
indoors and out, athletic and picnic areas, 
dining hall, lounges, rooms for conferences, 
committees, hobbies and arts and skills. No 
age is being overlooked—from pre-school 


‘ehildren to “the senior citizen” group. The 
‘ emphasis on family attendance and participa- 


tion shows an understanding of one of the 
first needs of present-day living. 

As throughout the years, the services of 
the new Jewish Community Center will minis- 
ter in many ways to those who are not 
Jewish. The Liberal Forfim, for example, is 
bringing to §$t. Louis on its thirty-second sea- 
son program such outstanding figures as 
former Prime Minister Clement Attlee and 
Representative Chester Bowles, our former 
Ambassador to India. Its speakers and others 
who have visited the Y.M.-Y.W.H.A. platform 
have drawn many.people from throughout 
the St. Louis area. | 

Everyone will wish this plan and program 
full success. Our community will be the 
better for its early fulfillment.

After Nehru, the deluge?

‘ Communist dictatorship, either as a 
result of elections (it already happened 
in one state, Kerala) or as a result of 
other things such as Communist-type 
economic planning, subversion — or 
even, ultimately, military conquest by 
Red China. Few Indians, whether 
thinking wishfully or not, concede the 
prospect of a Communist India, But 
more than one careful non-Indian ob- 
server, not given to sensationalism, 
will say they expect the country to be 
Communist in 10 or 15 years.

Why Tamper? 

Two recent news stories 
from American Bowling Con- 
gress headquarters seem to’ 
contradict each other. One re- 
port said that 
the dates for 
the 1960 A.B.C. 
tournament in 
a Toledo had 


delegates to 
the annual con- 
vention in Toledo next April 
would be asked to approve a 
proposal for a professional di- 
vision in the big tournament. 

One must wonder why the 
A.B.C. is to tamper 
with a good thing. 

There are a number of 
A.B.C. members who favor the 
ousting of the so-called pros 
from the Regular Division be- 
cause they feel the pros are 
taking too great a share of the 
_ prize money. Apparently this 
group is an_ inconsequential 
minority, for the tournament 
certainly isn’t lacking for en- 
trants., . 

After much consulting with 
men representing all of the 
phases of bowling, the A.B.C. 
officers and the committee as- 
signed to the matter decided 
to recommend a change. 

It is probable that this 
Classic Division will be ap- 
proved. Voting at the Ameri- 
can Bowling Congress convén- 
tion is not done in the most 
democratic manner, unfortu- 
nately. Balloting is done by 
voice vote and the chairman 
at the microphone exerts con- 
siderable influence over the 
delegates’ decisions. 


190 Average, Plus... 


Briefly, this is how a bowler 
would qualify for the Classic 
Division: 

“Five-man teams with two 
Or more membérs who aver- 
aged 190 or more in a league 
in either of the two preceding 
seasons and who qualify under 
one or more of the following 
categories shall be required to 
compete in the Classic Divi- 
sion— 

“1. An individual who earns 
the major portion of his in- 
come as an exhibition bowler. 

“2. An individual who iden- 
tifies himself as a professional 
bowler. 

“3. An individual who is em- 
ployed primarily because of 
his bowling skill. 

“4. An individual who is sub- 
sidized so that he may devote 
his primary attention to bowl- 
in 


g. 

“5. An individual who de- 
votes half or more of his work 
time as a bowling instructor. 

“6. An individual who ap- 
pears frequently on nationally 
distributed TV bowling shows.” 

This is incidental, but there 
seems to be a loophole in the 
above proposal for if a pro 
bowler did not compete in a 
league he apparently would be 
free to perform all the other 
money-making practices and 
still bowl against the ‘“ama- 
teurs.” (Buzz Fazio is devot- 
ing most of his time to exhi- 
bitions this season and rarely 
bowls in league.) 

Bowlers in the Classic Divi- 
sion would bow! in their team 
event twice (six games) as 
well as in their own singles 
and doubles brackets. Their 
entry fee would be $95, in- 
all-events, 
pared to the $33 charged 
bowlers in the Regular Di- 
vision. 


So Who Cares? 


One of the chief ways the 
Classic Division is likely to 
harm the A.B.C. tournament 
is through the press coverage. 
Attention will center on the 
professionals’ section of the 
meet and the Regular Division 
will probably receive about as 
much notice as the Booster 
Division now does. 

How many editors will care 
that a team from Cool Valley, 
Mo., shoots 3100 and takes sec- 
ond place in the Regular Di- 
vision? If that isn’t the tour- 
nament in which Don Carter 
and Lou Campi and Eddie Lu- 
banski are competing, what 
difference does it make—ex- 
cept, perhaps, in Cool Valley. 

Meanwhile the Cool Valley 
quintet will have been de- 
prived of a chance to be eighth 
or twelfth or sixteenth in the 
big tournament, something 
which ‘would bring far more 
satisfaction to most bowlers. 

The Classic Division compe- 
tition might turn out to be lit- 
tle more than another week- 
end-type tournament. A hun- 
dred or so of the nation’s best 
teams will bowl six games in 
the five-man event and their 
members will shoot in singles, 
doubles and all-events. Quite a 
bit of prize money will be

TOKYO, Dec. 29—Between 60 
and 70 per cent of Japan’s im- 
ports will be free of trade re- 
strictions by April 1961, a spokes- 
man for the Ministry of Inter- | 
national Trade and Industry in- 
dicated yesterday. The United 
States is expected to be the 
chief beneficiary of the liberal- 
ization. 

It has been reported unofficial- 
ly that by next month 24 items 
will be placed on the ‘‘automatic 
approval” list. They then could 
be purchased from any country. 
These commodities are said -to 
include fireworks, artificial 
flowers, buttons and smoking 
pipes. 

The freeing of these items is 
expected to mean an additional! 
expenditure in the United States 
of $5,000,000 by Japanese pur- 
chasers in the next three months. 

Raw cotton and wool will go 
on the automatic approval list in 
April 1961, it has been reported. 
The complete schedule is to be 
announced in January or Feb- 
ruary, the spokesman said.

The nine were jailed after Na- 
tional Guardsmen under direc- 
tion of Sheriff Everette Stovern 
discovered the guns in an inspec- 
tion of automobiles entering the 
plant. 

“I have decided the benefit of 
doubt must be given these men 
and no statutory criminal action 
will therefore be taken,’’ Olson © 
said. But he warned that future 
violations would bring action. 

Other than the finding of the 
weapons, the reopening was with- 
'out incident. It marked first

since martial law was declared 
Dec. 11 after violence between 
United Packinghouse Workers 
pickets and some 500 non-union 
workers Wilson had been using 
here.

William J. Simmons of Jack- 
son, editor of the National Citi- 
zens Councils newspaper, said 
that any ‘‘scalawag southerner” - 
who agreed to serve on such a 
committee should be, and would 
be, ostracized. 

Committee member Robert 
Briscoe of Liberty, Miss., a re- 
tired admiral and former com- 
mander of NATO forces in south- 
eastern Europe, was asked what 
he thought of Simmons'’s §state- 
ments. 

“Frankly,” replied Briscoe, ‘‘T 
don’t think a hell of a lot of 
them. It is indeed unfortunate 
that a committee with such a 
serious undertaking has to be- 
gin in this atmosphere of politi- 
cal maneuvering.” 

The other committee members 
are James Lucius Allen, a Co- 
lumbus Negro druggist; Mrs. 
Wallis Schutt of Jackson; Dr. A. 
‘Benjamin Britton, a Jackson Ne- 
gro, and the Rev. Murray Cox 
of Gulfport. 


ANTE PAVELIC, CROATIAN 
QUISLING, IS DEAD AT 70 


MADRID, Dec. 29 (AP) — Dr. 
Ante Pavelic, quisling président 
of Croatia in World War II and 
‘one of the leading war crimina!s 
still at large, died yesterday in 
the German Hospital here. He 
was 70 years old. 

Pavelic was wanted by Presi- 
dent Josip (Tito) Broz’s Yugoslav 
Goyernment for trial on charges 
that he was responsible for the 
killing of 700,000 Serbs and Jews 
in his three and one-half years as 
the Axis viceroy. 

He fled from Yugoslavia in 
May 1945 and turned up in Argen- 
tina later that year for asylum 
under ex-dictator Juan Peron. 

He was wounded in an assas- 
, Sination attempt in April 1957. 
Apparently he made his way to 
Spain. 

Long before the Second World 
War, Pavelic was sought in half 
a dozen countries for terrorist 
plots and political assassinations, 
including those of King Alexander 
of Yugoslavia and French For- 
| eign Minister Louis Barthou in 
1934.

YEAR’S. END IS THE TIME for individuals and organ- 
izations to look back on the past 12 months and see what, 
if anything, they have accomplished. Often those of us who 
labor in oe volunteer By sic anny feel frustrated. Have we 

ee really done anything be- 
sides attend meetings, sec- 
ond motions and file min- 
utes? 

“Sometimes beneath the 
shifting of gears, we lose 
sight of the real meaning 
of our work,” said the Rev. 
Leon R. Robison, president 
of the Metropolitan Church 
Federation at our year-end 
meeting. He went on to 
say that instead of resolu- 
tions and reports we were 
going to hear from the De- 
partment of Religion and 
Health, those who work 
with the sick, the unhappy, 
the friendless. 

With all due respect to 
lovely, lavish parties, to 
family fun and fanfare, 
these eight brief but in- 
tensely moving reports 
were the highlight of my

which we heard at this meeting 
holiday. 


The Rev. Bill Barnes told of the Monday night 
ministry, the consultation service at Pilgrim Congre- 
gational Church where each week 10 clergymen and 
a volunteer psychiatrist, “who comes in after his 
day’s work, dead tired but dedicated,” help straighten 
out tangled lives. 


The Rev. James Neill then introduced the men who work 
in the hospitals, courts and institutions. First was Chaplain 
Kenney of State Hospital who told of the close connection 
between spiritual and mental welfare, illustrating his point 
with a story of his visit to a woman who was in convulsions 
and with whom the doctors had been unable to make contact. 

“IT sat beside her, put my hand on her arm, and prayed 
that God’s calm might come to her soul,” he said. “I was 
almost shocked when she stopped shaking and over her face 
came a look of peace. The knowledge that God's love exists 
can comfort even the most regressed patient. This is our 
purpose—the fellowship that will not let people go.” 

Chaplain Guy Outlaw of Homer Phillips Hospital told of 
his day and night duty, comforting the apprehensive, praying 
with the dying patient who has gained serenity. 

“‘When one must talk to a father who has come in for 
emergency treatment for his baby when the baby is already 
dead in his arms,” said Chaplain Outlaw, ‘“‘one either loses 
his faith or it becomes a real and abiding thing.” 

Chaplain Peter Burks does this same comforting and 
counseling at City Hospital, Chaplain Edward F. Eggert at 
Koch, where “contrary to popular opinion, one finds TB is 
not on the decline.”” Chaplain Albert Dalton finds his job at 
city and county juvenile courts, Meramec and Missouri Hills 
correctional homes, “a real missionary job since so few— 
perhaps one in 500—juvenile delinquents has had real contact 
with a church.” There is no discipline problem among Mis- 
souri Hills, boys at church or at choir practice where they 
sing repeatedly their three favorite hymns: “I Need Thee 
Every Hour,” “Were You There When They Crucified My 
Lord?” and “What a Friend We Have in Jesus.” 


But perhaps most inspiring was the story of Chap- 
lain Henry Holls, a veteran of 40 years who finds his 
work at Chronic Hospital filled with “new delights and 
fascinations.”” True, most of his congregation have 
reached “the end of the road,” are ill, often dejected. 
And yet there is Papa Davis, age 96, soloist at the 
Sunday morning services who never misses attending, 
rain or storm or snow. 


“When able-bodied people say they can’t get to church 
because of the weather,” said Chaplain Holls, “tell them 
about Papa Davis.” 

And tell them about the chaplains, too.

Heart Protection 


WHAT CAN YOU DO to protect yourself against sudden 
heart attacks? 
~« , Im answer to the inquiry of R.B.S. yesterday, the answer 
4s, first, understand (so far as science is able) the factors 
Which contribute to the problem. After that, the rest is 
obvious. 

Here are a baker’s half-dozen of the important factors: 

Heredity: If you have had long-lived ancestors, then you 
are pretty sure to have inherited good arteries and good 
cellular structure. That being the case, just avoid needless 
abuse of them. 


Diet: Excessive fat in your food is thought to con- 
tribute to coronary heart disease—cordnary disease 
or “coronary attacks” being the ones that can cause 
sudden death. But there’s a difference between avoid- 
ing “‘excessive fat’? and trying to avoid fat altogether. 
A moderate amount of fat is needed.’ How mom is 
“moderate’’? 


Well, one guide is obesity: If you are overweight, be 
attentive to the amount of fat, or fried foods, you eat. 
You can, of course, become obese from too much starch and 
sugar or, for that matter, too much of any kind of food. But 
fat, being high in calories, is so often part of the cause. Lean 
people live longer than fat ones, and the heart is only one of 
“many organs affected by obesity. (Mr. R.B.S. said he was 
a few pounds overweight—but added that his weight hadn’t 
changed in 25 years. A little weight reduction—less fat and 
butter—would be in order.) 

Exercise: Regular exercise (and R.B.S. gets it, cutting 
the grass, gardening, doing chores around the house, walking) 
‘as important, People who spend too much time sitting get 
sluggish and fat. Regular exercise is the answer. REGULAR, 
I repeat. Sudden bursts of exercise, with none between, do 
«more harm than good. Much more. 
~ Sex: Men are more subject to coronary heart disease 
than are women. However, women are subject to such attacks 
after menopause. Male hormones (as distinguished from 
female hormones) seem to be a factor. But here again I 
don’t see much to be done about it—except for men to re- 
member that they may be the sterner sex but not necessarily 
the stronger, in terms of the heart.

John Browning, Coming Here on 50-Concert Tour, Finds Travel No Easy Way of Life

NEW YORK, Dec. 29. 

PIANIST JOHN BROWNING 
is a 26-year-old six-footer, hand- 
some as a movie hero and as 
down-to-earth as corn on the cob. 
Acclaimed as “‘one of the most 
sensitive and poetic artists” this 
country has produced, he is now 
midway in a 50-concert tour of 
the United States. 


“Pedple persist in thinking of _ 


pianists as rather delicate folk,” 
Browning said with a laugh, as 
we talked in his New York ap- 
partment, ‘‘But the truth of the 
matter is that you have to have 
the constitution of an ox to stay 
in this business. Traveling 
around the country you eat all 
kinds of foods, experience all 
sorts of changes in climate, go 
to all sorts’ of receptions and 
parties, and operate continually 
at a high degree of nervous 
excitement. It’s no business for 
a sissy.” 

Browning will appear as solo- 
ist with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra in Kiel Auditorium 
— House Saturday and Sun- 

ay. 

Now enjoying a remarkable 
season for a pianist so young, 
Browning says he’s been “‘very 
lucky.”” He was born into a 
musical family in Denver. His 
father, a violinist, and his moth- 
er, a pianist, were accomplished 
musicians. John started picking 
out tunes on the piano at the 


age of 3 and began actual study. 
at 5 when he amazed his teacher.

He made his orchestral debut 
when he was 10, playing a Mo- 
zart concerto. 

Moving to Los Angeles, he con- 
tinued his musical studies there 
and attended Occidental College. 
Later in New York he attended 
the Juilliard School of Music on 
a scholarship, studying with the 
famed Madame Rosina Lhevinne. 
In 1954 he won the Steinway cen-

Damp Attic Space 


ATTICS and attic crawl space 
will often become damp in cold 
weather because the 
moist air inside the house will 
flow up into this space and then 
condense into moisture when it 
strikes the under side of the 
roof boards and even the joists.

NEW YORK, Dec. 29 (UPI). 

FATHERS ARE BEING tyran- 
nized into footing far too heavy 
bills for their daughters’ wed- 
dings, two Southern Baptist col- 
lege professors charge. 

Herbert J. Miles and Ray F. 
Koonce criticized the high cost 
of church weddings in a report 
on a survey they conducted at 
Carson-Newman College, in Jef- 
ferson City, Tenn. 


The professors charged that 
too much money was being 
wasted on marriege ceremo- 
nies when it could be spent to 
greater advantage on helping 
a young couple off to a good 
start in their life together. 


The survey was conducted by 
the professors’ students at the 
college. It covered 70 formal 
weddings of girls from ‘‘middle 
class’ families. 

What the poll disclosed was 
that a middle income wedding, 
in Tennessee, at any rate, costs 


anywhere from $1000 to $2000— .

Rocketeller’s Decision 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29. 

I THINK THERE WILL BE much discussion for some time 
to come in Republican ranks as to whether Gov. Rockefeller’s 
decision to pull out of the presidential race has strengthened 
or weakened the Republican picture as a whole in the country. 


For Gov. Rockefeller, who is still a young man 
with not too many years of political activity behind 
him, this probably was a very wise decision. He can 
now give his undivided attention to developing in the 
greatest state in the union the kind of government 
and the kind of planning that would show, in minia- 
ture, what he believes would be of value in the country 
as a whole. 


This could be an exhibit that would prove to many people 
‘not only his ability as an administrator but his comprehension 
of social problems and of economic situations, and give him 
an opportunity to assert his leadership and ability to over- 
ride the Republican machine, which in many ways is quite 
as bad as the Democratic machine. 

If he fails to achieve such goals on the state level, how- 
ever, it will hurt his chances for the presidency in the future; 
but if he is successful, it will set him away out ahead, 

Monday’s newspapers said that Vice President Nixon was 
silent on his political aims. He was probably silent because 
it was quite unnecessary for him to say anything. 


Everyone knows that he expects to be the major 
candidate for the presidential nomination and that the 
reactionary and professional politicians of his party 
are all for him. And the Vice President for some time 
has known that he has had their votes. Also, he has 
been given every opportunity by the President to 
develop his candidacy, so there is absolutely nothing 
more that he needs to say. 


As for the Democrats, it seems to me a very good thing 
that they know exactly what they have to meet in the next 
campaign. 

IT WAS DISCOURAGING NEWS for the country to read 
that, after the first two sessions in the effort to resolve the

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Noise Needed on Space lights E

IT MAY SOUND incredible to 
a layman, but scientists know 
that any vehicle carrying human 
beings on space trips must be 
equipped with noise-makers. 

No, they won’t be the kind we 
use on New Year’s Eve or other 
occasions for revelry. They'll 
consist of radio sets, fans, small 
motors and clocks, all of them 
squawking and humming and 
ticking at different sound levels 
and frequencies. 


These noise-makers will be 
part of the space ship’s scientific 
and housekeeping equipment un- 
der normal circumstances. But 
the point is that if they weren’t 
required for such purposes the 
engineers would have to build 
them in anyway. 

That’s because there is no nat- 
ural sound in space and a hu- 
man being needs such noises to 
keep his sanity. Most of us 
know that too much noise can 
drive a man insane, but few 
realize that the absence of noise 
apparently can bring on psay- 
choses, hallucinations and men- 
tal disintegration. 


SOME OF US, of course, are 
more resistant to this absence of 
noise than others. That’s why the 
medical team which selected the 
seven men as astronaut candi- 
dates for the Mercury project 
confined them one by one in a 
locked, dark, soundproof cham- 
ber for two hours each. The idea 
was to screen out those men 
whose tolerance to such condi- 
tions was low. 

In research by Dr. T. C. Hel- 
vey of Radiations, Inc., it has 
been found that a human being 
needs at least five decibels of a 
random background noise to re- 
main mentally efficient. This 
decibel count is about equal to 
the soft rustling of dry leaves. 
But it is important that the noise 
be “random,” that is, that it is 
not a monotonous, steady hum 
or whistle. If the noise is sup- 
plied artifically, say by a tape 
recording, then is must be com- 
posed of various common sounds 
a man hears in his daily living 
routine. 

(Incidentally, it has been found 
that no one can sleep peacefully 
in a sound-free environment. 
That means that you ought to 
have at least a softly-ticking 
clock in your bedroom, or live in 
a neighborhood where comfort- 
ing sounds can be heard from 
nearby.)

of sound., But when the rocket 
motors cease firing, a deadly, 
natural silence would be normal. 
If this silence were permitted, 
the astronaut would hear only 
the thumping of his heart and 
various sibilant hisses and 
creaks from his body. Experi- 
ments in soundproof rooms 
(they’re called anechoic cham- 
bers) show that psychological 
shock results and the end result 
could be complete insanity.

These rays were named after 
the “‘cosmos,” sometimes used 
as another name for the uni- 
verse. They have been known 
only.during the present century, 
but must have been coming to 
earth for millions and millions 
of years. 

Tests indicate that cosmic 
rays come from all directions. 
Some may arise from the sun, 
but others are believed to 
reach us from distant stars. 
The usual statement is that 
the rays come from “outer 
space,” and that would seem 
to cover almost everything. 

Cosmic rays appear to strike 
every square foot on the earth. 
They, even penetrate layers of 
rock to depths of hundreds of 
feet.
